By a record vote of 129 yeas to 281 nays, with one vot- 
ing “present,” rejected a motion to recommit the bill 
to the Committee on Post Office and Civil Service with 
instructions to report the bill back with the following 
amendments : 

Omit the provision providing for “3 consecutive 
years”; and 

Omit congressional employees from title II of the 
bill. 

' Agreed to an amendment that provides for continued 
payment of annuity to widows or widowers who have 
remarried, with the advice from any Government au- 
thority in writing that their annuity would continue, 
but in fact is stopped. 


Rejected amendments that sought to: 

Increase Members and congressional employees con- 
tribution from 7% percent to 8 percent. 

Omit title II from the bill (by a division vote of 64 
yeas to 147 nays). 

Continue the policy of 5 consecutive years for Mem- 
bers of Congress. 

Cause the Government to pay the costs of increases in 
unfunded liability in title II of the bill through equal 
annual appropriation installments over a 30-year period; 
and 

Increase contributions for Members of Congress from 
7V2 percent to 8 percent (by a teller vote of 119 yeas to 
138 nays).
